FOUND CUILTY. 
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A Verdict of Murder in the First 
Degree Against Dierberger. 


The Prisoner Receives His Sentence 
Stoically, but Says it Was Not Ex- 
pected—He Visits His Family—Bail 
Refused--Motion for a New Trial 
Filed. | 


A few minutes after Judge Van Wagoner opened 
the Criminal Court this morning, a deputy sheriff 
announced that the jury which retired last night 
with the fate of Otto L. Dierberger in their hands 
were prepared to reportin court. The business 
in hand was laid aside, and Dierberger took his 
seat beside Col. J. U. Normile, one of his attorneys, 
Gov. Johnson was not present on the defendant's 
side of the table or Col. McDonald on the side of 
the State. The jury filed into court and took 
their seats in' the pox. Dierberger watched the 
jury closely, but with no showing of emotion, de- 
meaning himself quietly. During a distressing 
interval between the seating of the jury and ques- 
tioning by the court Dierberger nervously passed 
his hand over his face, but was perfectly com- 
posed when the court asked: “Gentlemen of the 
jury, have you agreed upon a 
verdict?” “We have, your Honor, 
answered John Albrecht, the foreman, as 
he Handed the finding to the cierKk, who read; 
“We, the jury in the above entitled cause, find 
the defendant guilty of murder in the first degr 
as charged in the igdictment.” The perf 
silence that prevailed during the reading was fol 
lowed by a‘ow breeze of voices. Dierberger sat 
eae quiet, with his full face turned towards 

is judges. Judge Van Wagover ordered the jury 
polied, and as each juror responded to his name 
when called out by the Deputy Sheriff, the clerk 
asked: “Is this your verdict I have read?” 
Each replied, “It is,” and with the last answer 
the clerk said: “So the juror says, and so they all 
say.” Dierberger breathed a long sigh, but dis- 
piavea no iurther emotion. The jury was dis. 
charged from service. Deputy Sheriff Walters 
stepped forward, and, tapping the defendant on 
the shoulder, told him to step back into the dock 
preparatory to his removal to jail. Dierberger 
asked permission to see his attorney, who retired 
with him and a deputy sheriff into the Cireuit At- 
torney’s office. 

When Dierberger:was spoken to about the ver- 
dict, be said: 

“WELL, I DIDN’T EXPECT IT. 
That is all I can say about it.” 

Col. Normile was asked about the verdict and 
he said; “I did not expectit. There is no more 
murder in the firstdegree about that case than 
there is arson, ana that verdict will only stand 
until the motion for a new trial is argued, when it 
will be set aside without doubt. These two men, 
perfect strangers to one another, met and in a tus- 
sie the killing occurs.” 

“Why ao you expect a new trial?” 

“Because fifty fata! errors have been committed 
against the defendant. For instance, Mr. Me- 
Donald told the jury that ifthey did the defena- 
ant an injustice ip tueir verdict he had the trial 
court, the Court of Appeals and the Supreme 
Court to rectify it. This has been denounced as 
reprehensible by the Supreme Court already in a 
case in which Mr, McDonald appeared, namely, 
the Kring case. In answer,te an insipuation

MecDonald’s knowledge. This is only one ground 
for a new trial. There are fifty tenable ones, and 
a new trial must be granted,” 
g3Col. Normile wrote and filed a motion for a new 
trial , siating among other grounds that the court 
refused to give proper instructions offered by the 
defendant; because the aitorngys for the- State 
insisted on offering and argulg improper evi- 
dence in the presence of the jury; because the 
ceurt refused to admit proper testimony offered 
by the defendant, and because of improper re- 
marks made by counsel for the State. 
The proposition to admit the defendant to bail on 
furnishing bew and additional security was sub- 
mitied but refused by the Judge, who said he 
could not consider the preposal at all. 
BEFORE GOING TO JAIL 
Dierberger asked permission to bm and visit his 
wife in company with officers. This favor Sheriff 
Mason extended, and at noon the 
convicted nan, guardea by two deputy sheriffs, 
conveyed the sad news of his fate to his wife and 
family. On returning this afternoon, he was

Dierberger killed John Horne on a Market 
street car on the evening of the 25th of last May. 
The murder occurred on a Market street car,

Dierberger ran away, and was soon afterwards 
arrested at his home on the Manchester road.

A Reason Why it Should Not Be Increased 
—The Reserve Fund. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, February 15.—Mr. Mills of Tex- 
as. who is a member of the Ways aud Means Com. 
mittee, thinks that committee will have little 
difficulty in agreeing upon the Morrison bill, with 
some modifications. He expects the bill to be re- 
ported within a comparatively short time and to 
see it pass the House. “I think it is a very good 
bill.” he said, “on the whole, and I think the com- 
mittee is favorably impressed with it.

Now, we don’t grow 
the very coarse grades in this country. The con- 
sequence is that we must import wool. If we in- 
crease the tariff on wool the result is that the wool 
imported for our Manufacturers costs more than 
it otherwise would, and increases the cost of their 
manufacture. It only,affects our own wool in 
that way 
which 1 is woven. - It does not increase the mar- 
ket price of domestic wools. The prices of wools 
under the very low tariff which prevailed prior to 
1860 were sigher than they were under the in- 
creased tariff since that time. Previous to 1860 
certaia grades of wool were allowed to come in 
free of duty, while on others the tariff was compar- 
atively low, and the fact that .with that sort of a 
law the prices of native wool were better than 
under a high tariff shows thai high import duties 
on foreign wools ao Not increase the prices of the

IMPORTANT RAILROAD CHANGES. 


The West Shore Road Gradually Falling In- 
2 to Vanderbilt's Hands. 
‘ By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Naw York, February 15.—It was learned 
from .some official sources yesterday that 
impetant changes in the management 
of thé New York, West Shore and Buffalo Rail- 
road May be expected at almost any moment. 
The precise nature of these changes is not an- 
nougsed, but it 1s given out that they will un- 
doutedly be in the interest of the New York

The Standard Company Knock Down Re- 
finei Petroleum from 9 5-8 to 8 3-4.

New Yoru, February 15.—The oil market yes- 
terday was treated toa genuine sensation, such 
as 1t has not known for years. The dealers in re- 
fined petroleum, the market for which is con- 
trolied by the Standard Oil Company, reducea

ago. Fully 70,000 barrels were sold at the reduced 
rates, principally to exporters.

His MOTHER'S SHAME. 


A Court-Room Scene That Wasa Touchin 
in the Extreme.

That 
the St, Louis postmastership has offered him a 
problem difficult of solution is manifestly certain, 
for he has allowea Mr. Hays to continue in office 
fully three months beyond the expiration of his 
term. All tha# time the people of st. Louis have 
been listening every day to hear the news of a 
successof announced, but they have listened in 
vain, for no nomination is. yet made. What is 
the matter? At first it was thought the President 
was waiting with the hope that Mr. Hays wouid 
reconsider his determination to go out, so that he 


could give him a second term, but the delay was 
noton that account, out because the President 
has not been able to find a man that he thinks is 
the right one for the place.

CrNGINNATI, February 15.—The great flood 
thus far haé been almost barren of incident. Life- 
saving parties were organized in every exposed 
quarter and they watched for danger apd com- 
pelled people to leave their homes. In Newporta 
babe was born while the water wasup to the tops 
of the chairs in the room where the mother lay. 
In the Mili Creek Valley on Wednesday night a 
rescuing party called on an old man to leave his 
home, which was almost afloat. He refused to 
go. They said: 

“Your house will fall on you and kill you.” 

The old man turned tn his bed—he was an Irish- 
man, 80 years old—and said: 

“Be jabbers, let it fali, thin.” 

They usea force and removed him. 

In Newport the scenes are exciting, though not 
much bas been said, Those who witnessed the 
incidents have been too busy to tell about 
them. But the Mayor of Newport made 
Tony Gastright, a sort of Chief of Police over the 
fieet of row-boats on the waters.

Their fare for ferry was 3 cents 
per passenger. Yesterday their starting place 
was on Walnut street quite a distance above 
Pearl street. Vine street was givenupto the 
skiffs, on which toe fare was le cents. One scene 
ever present at the entrance of the bridge was the 
beer poats, transferring beer kegs to wagons to 
be taken over the river. These beer boats and 
beer wagons were eyer present. Provision boats 
were also abundant, but they were less heavily 
laden. The associated charities boat, with its 
white flag, was alwaysin sight no matter where 
one might go. This morning at 3:45 o’clock the 
fire bells rang. The call was notfor fire, but for 
help at a boarding house, surrounded by 
water, which fell in and buried eleven people, 
The buiiding was occupied as a boarding-house 
by Robert Kyle and George Oyster.

At last the father broke down and went and 
leaned up against an engine wheel and sobbed til!

They bad been rescued in 
their night clothes, aud their father and mother 
were buried in the ruins, The little boy and girl, 
neither of them above ten years old, realized 
the situation and they wept as if their little 
hearts would break. Mrs. Webb was there too.

the house cracking and craking all night. 
It kept me awake. I did not think of danger, yet 
Icouldn’t sleep. At last it began to go with a 
crash andi ran. When it fell I crawiea out; I

and the water patrolmen joined in the rescue. 
The occupants of the house say they called the 
attention of the owner last summer to the weak- 
ness of the rear wall, but it was not repaired. One 
of them thinks the wooden lintel over the rear 
‘gellar door was broken by the effect of the water, 
and so let the rear wal! down. 
FEARFULLY CRUSHED. 
The boay of Thos. Burck was recovered shortly 
before noon.

Wheat took a sudden turn on the shorts this 
morning that actually made their heads swim.

The weather clear and cold, cables 
dulland unchanged, and private advices from 
England reported wheat duil and lower to sell, 
and the East and Chicago weak and declining, 
with the usual rush and clamor the bears 
sailed in to hammer the market and _ the 
opening rate for May was %c luwer at 
$1 095,, but at these lower rates there was 
strong and active buying. D. R. Francis & Bro. 
was bidding for round lots and buying right and 
left, and E. A. Kent & Co. were in the market, be- 
sides other strong houses. This demand at once 
checked the decline, caused sellers to pull out 
and increased the demand from the small fry,who 
turned from sellers into buyersinthe twinkling 


of an eye. Then it became whispered around 
that al immense amount of cash 
wheat had been sold . yesterday  after- 
noon. Some said it was 100,000 bu and others 
laced it at 250,000 bu. It was said to be for milil- 
ng, it was surely going to Europe. These rumors 
flew around on every hand,increasing the amount 
svid atevery turn. The effect wastoalarm the 
shorts, and there wasa scramble to get out that 
rushed prices up rapidly, some judicious bulling 
by afew longs and others interested in tine 
the market advance helping to _ intens 
fy the .demand and _ strength.

SARGENT’S GAME. 

Minister SARGENT thought he had dis- 
covered a political nugget of great value to 
the high tariff men at home when he started 
the hog war in Berlin. The Republican press 
took up theerivai cudgel and for a while a 
large agount of printers’ ink was wasted on 
pork. But they have subsided of late. The 
politicians believed the question would fur- 
nish the oceasion for the American spread- 
eagie to givealoud scream; and that the 
Western farmer, whose votes at the next 
election the Republicans so sorely needed, 
would be goaded to such blind fury against 
the aristocrats who govern Germany, that he 
would easily swallow the protective tariff 
just to show what he could do. 

But when Austria and democratic France 
joined in the prohibition the controversy be- 
eame non-political and European, It was 
no longer pessible to sing'e out the Emperor 
of Germany for attack, and the question had 
to stand on its own merits. 

Texas cattle were excluded by law from 
the pastures of Missouri, [Illinois and other 
Western States, and the sale of diseased 
meats and lardine butter was prohibited in 
our own markets. It became known that 
Russian horses and Austrian cows and 
sheep had been excluded from Germany 
years ago, and it could not be supposed that 
the Emperor cared jess for the health of dis 
subjects than the Western farmer did for 
the health of his cattle. While the United 
States and Germany are far apart, and their 
external relations, internal conditions and 
political foundations are wholly different, 
their mutual interests and comfort de- 
mand the cnitivation of cordial / re- 
lations, especially in all commercial 
affairs. The two nations are too great to be 
jealous or envious of each other. Each will 
progress in its own civilization in its own 
way, and the happiness of the people ef 
both countries will be greatly prompted 
by mutual good will and respect for each 
other. 1t is nonsense to suppose that among 
ali the pork packersin this country there 
will not be some who will pack and sell to 
far distant foreigners, for whom they care 
nothing, whatever looks like meat. We 
have no system of inspection, and until the 
United States adopts something of the kind 
the vilest partizan cannot blame the German 
and other European governments for insist- 
ing upon some protection of their people 
from meat that may be diseased. This part 
of Mr, SARGENT’S programme isa failure. 
Lut now another position is taken and it is 
insisted that these European governments 
exclude our pork from a spirit or policy of 
retaliation against our high tariff: that we 
can dispense with the ‘uxuries we import 
more conveniently than they can do without 
the necessaries of life which we export and 
seli to them, and therefore we must get in a 
rage and maintain a high tariff, by way of a 
sort of commercial reprisal. This is heroic 
and all very nice for the Eastern high tariff 
mauufacturers, but how is it for the people 
and especially the Western farmer? It takes 
but little brains for him to see that he has 
allto lose and nothing to gain by such a 
wrangle. Under the benign influences of a 
high protective tariff the keen Eastern man- 
ufacturer would make him pay five 
prices for all he bought and at the same 
time Lecould not sell his pork abroad to 
raise the money to pay with. As a pro- 
ducer he would be excluded from foreign 
markets and would have to sell his pork at 
home for whag he could get, and the Yan- 
kee himseif would buy it at the lowest 
rates, while, as a consumer of manufactured 
artieles, the Eastern manufacturer would 
have the monopoly and would ask his own 
prices. The farmer could do without 
European luxuries, and the manufacturer 
would become rich enough to spend his own 
summers reveling in the pleasures and 
splendors of European capitals. This is all 
fine for the Yankee, bat how is it for the 
Western farmer? Will any man show what 
the Western farmer, or packer@or the West- 
ern people have te gain by Mr. SARGENT’s 
hog war?

The Female Cabinet Orisis. 
From the New York Life, 

It is very unfortunate that the members of Mr. 
Arthur’s Female Oabinet are so inharmoniously 
excited that dinners anda other important affairs 
of the Government are being neglected. 

The most important diplomatic matter now be- 
fore the nation is undoubtedly the relative pos!- 
tion of each member of the Fomaie Cabinet in the 
Biue-Room. By special act of Congress, April 
27, 1868, the territory of axminister giliyflowers 
beunded by the rep sofa onthe north, the eta- 
gere, with china dogs, on the east, and Mrs, Fre- 
linghuysen oa the south, was ceded to the wife of 
the Speaker, But as this grant conflicts openly

Now, however, that Mrs. Carlisle, Speaker of 
the House, lays claim, by virtue of her pdsition 
and new bonnet, to the territory bounded on the 
north by the rocking-chair, on the east by Mrs. 
Lincoln, Secretary of War,and onthe south by 
the lemonade table, it can be seen that the ques- 
tion is one whick may tmyolve our treaty with 
Great Britain, and perhaps seriously affect ‘our 
diplomatic relasionstwith Hoboken and Oconomo- 
wec.

In 1863 he spoke of capitalists as our feuc‘ai 
barons. He met new issues out of his deep love 
for humanity. If any man had a right to appear 
as a representative of the poor he was the man. 
He was rich, yet he and his wife agreed to live a 
simple life that they might give away more money 
inthe cause of the down-trodden and poverty- 
stricken. Wendell Phiilips was the knight errant 
of the crusade against slavery, theicheyalier with- 
out fear and without repreach.

A General Willingness to Contrib- 
bute to Its Construction. 


Mr. T. W. McManus Offers $2,500, 
With a Condition—Expressions. of 
Opinion from Messrs. Rumsey, Warner, 
Souther, Pope and Cram. 


The Idea of constructing a boulevard to Forest 
Park, which was advanced by the Post-DisPaTcH 
some days ago, has met with such favor that it is 
now almost certain that it will be taken up and 
thoroughly carriéd out. There is no disputing 
the fact that the city needs a fine boulevard. 
Many cities less pretentious than St. Louis have 
one or more, and it certainly is time for this city 
to begin the construction of a handsome drive- 
way. The intention of the Missouri Railway to 


occupy Lindell avenue with a street car track to 
k has aroused the property-hoiders 
a sense of their 
to escape from 
the annoyances and probable depression in price 
of property incidental to a street railway along 
that avenue has given birth to a desire to improve 
the avenue, so as to make it not only the principal 
driveway to Forest Park but the nandsomest 
street in the city. Mr. Moses Rumsey’s letter to 
the Post-DIsPATCH Wednesday, offering $1,000 as 
the founaation of a fund to improve Lindell ave- 
nue, has called out from Mr. Thos. W. McManus 
the following letter, handed in too late last even- 
ing for publication: 
St. Louis, Februar§ 14, 1834, 
Te-the Editor of the Pest-Vispatch: 

Mr. Rumsey proposes to subscribe $1,000 for a 
fund to be raised w improve Lindell avenue as a 
boulevard. If the rogers? owners on Lindeil av- 
enue and Pine street will raise the necessary fund 
to complete both streets as boulevards and drive- 
ways to Forest Park, I will give $2,500 towards 
the accomplisament of that end—both streets to 
be improved at the same time. : 

THos. W. MCMANUS. 

These letters indicate the feeling of most of the 
property owners along Pine street and Lindell 
avenue, 

MR. MOSES RUMSEY 

was called on this morning by a Post-DIsPATCH 
reporter. Hesaid: “I’d rather give $1,000 a 
year than turn Lindell avenue over toa street 
railroad.” Mr. Rumsey’s eyes flashed and ile 
spoke with much warmth. ‘Il know a dozen men 
who are willing to pay from $500 to $1,000 each to 
improve that street, and you Can depend upon it 
that we will have itimproved. Lam going to see 
these mén ina few days ana I’ll venture the as- 
sertion that the PosT-DIsPATCH will receive a 
half dozen letiers offering subscriptions within 
the next week.”’ 


MR, E. 8S. WARNER 
said that, with 1he backing of the PosTt-DISPATCH 
and the present feeling of the prenexte-cweees, 
at least $40,000 could be obtained within a short 
time for a guarantee that Lindell avenue would 
be improved. “What we need to do,” said he, “is 
to get up enough money to grade the street. 
Those who have been to see Gen. Turner, the 
Street Commissioner, about it report that he says 
that the city has no money for the grading of the 
street. Now, then, if the property-holders go to 
work and get up a fund to pay for the grading of 
the street, the construction of a boulevard will be 
a comparatively easy matter. The cost of the 
boulevard will, of course, be assessed in special 
tax-bills, and all those who own property on the 
street wiil pay for the paving, etc. Bui Il am 
certain that enough money can be procured by 
subseription to grade that street so that there 
will be no further trouble, For my part I will 
say that as agent and property holder I can guar- 
antee $1,000 to sich a fund. There are a large 
number of wealthy citizens who are fond of driyv- 
ing, who waot an easy drive to Forest Park. 
From what I have heard in the street Iam sure 
thatali these poo will subscribe. So will liv- 
ery stable men. There is nodoubt in my mind 
that if some man takes charge of this matter, and 
if the Post-D1sPATCH will help us along, that we 
can obtain $50,000 inside of a month. I hope ac- 
tion will be taken as soon as possible, so We can 
have a drive to tiie park by summer.”’ 
MR. E. E. SOUTHER, 
of E. E. Souther & Oo., 932 North Second street, 
said; *‘We do not want a street car track on Lia- 
dell avenue. Wedo need a driveway to Forest 
Park. Now, anything I might say would lose 
most of its weight by reason of the fact that I own 
property on Lindell avenue, but, speaking strict! 
as a citizen of St. Louis, 1 must say that Lindel 
avenue is the only proper road to Forest Park. 
Lt is the straightest road, the widest and the most 
direct. Is was partially some years azo, 
and was paved with macadaia, Dut still it is hilly 
and uneven. Notwithstanding :his fact there is 
an immense amount of driving done upon It. Now, 
then, Ll say that every man in this city 
who -is in the habit of taking pleas- 
ure drives is interested in the estab- 
lishment of a boulevard on Lindell avenue. I 
and every other ig yg: ye on the avenue 
are Willing to pay for the improvemert of the 
street. lam willing to contribute my share to- 
wards the preparation for such improvements,and 
if there should be a fund started, | am _ certain 
that gentlemen who indulge in driving, no matter 
where they live, in eee partofthe city, will be 
Willing to contribute a little to help the boom 
along, and to give to St. Louis what she has so 
long needed—a long, wide, handsome boulevard.” 
MR. W. 8. POPE, 
the attorney, said: “Every inan who owns prop- 
emyon Liadell avenue is anxious to have 
that avenue converted into a boulevard, But 
before any steps are taken to that end the ques- 
tion of whether the Olive street car line is going 
to obtain permission to lay tracks on that ave- 
nue must be settled. Whenthat is settled we 
can go ahead. hiy opinion is, that every property 
holder on the avenue will assist pecuniarily in 
the steps to be taken to convert it into a boule- 
vard, and not only they, but bundreds: of those 
who delight in driving will be willing to pay 
something towards gaining a handsome roadway 
to Forest Park. The comiort to be hadin driving 
over such a road is sufficient to induce many to 
tender subscriptions. I have no doubt that we 
will have a boulevard on Aiadell avenue 
before the year is out.” 
MR. GEO. T. CRAM 
said he had put lately builton Lindel! avenue, 
but he was Willing to pay his portion toward the 
improvement of the street. “I have already 
graded my share,” said he, “as I had to fill up 
one of the city’s holes in order to erect my house.”’

SQUEEZING TME SHORTS. 


Great Excitement on "Change Over a Big 
Wheat Sale.

Mr. Wing, when called upon, corroborated the 
facts of the sale, as reporied by Mr. Francis, but 
would enter into bo particulars. ‘Lo the query of 
the reporter, “When this wheat is moved out 
there will not be much No. 2 wheat ieft here, will 
there?” Mr. Wing repiied, “I would not have 
bought ltif I had thought otherwise.” Speaking 
of this transaction, a well posted party said: 
“There was really only about 650,000 bushels good 
No. 2 wheat heré. Take off this 200,000 bushels 
and there will be something over 400,000 bushels. 
I was speaking to a certain miller yesterday, and 
he asked me what effect the removal of about all 
the goed No. 2 wheat from this market weuld 
have on the market itself. I sold him it would 
squeeze all the shorts here out of ex- 
istence, ‘Then, said he, ‘God help 
the shorts.’ So believe that 
there is a move on foot here to get rid of most of 
the No. 2 wheat now held here.”

KHARTOUM AS IT IS. 


Description of the Beleaguered City by 
Lieut.-Col. Stewart. 


The following description of Khartoum is 
taken from some notes by Lieut.-Col. Stew- 
art, in February, 1883, on the town, its pop- 
ulation, position, manufactures, trade and 
education: 

The town of Khartoum, the capital of the 
Soudan, and chief trade emporium for the 
whole country, is built on 4 barren, stoneless 
and wide plain, on the western bank of the 
Blue Nile, and about a mile above its junc- 
tion with the White Nile. Its river frontage 
is about one and a half miles; its depth in- 
ward fromthe river about amile. As its 
site is somewhat lower than the point 
reached by both rivers when in flood a dyke 
fiiteen to twenty feet in height has been 
made aiong the banks of the Blue Nile, an- 
other somewhat lower, immediately at the 
back of the town, to protect it against the 
overflow of the White Nile. When at their 
lowest point both streams are from 600 to 
to 800 yards in width, and have several 
islands, which are cultivated. The White 
Nile is unfordable, excegt in one or two 
places far up the river. but the Blue can be 
forded in many places above the town. 
When in flood the White Nile increases its 
width toa very great extent, but not so the 
Biue Nile, as its banks are much steeper. 
Around Khartoum are 

SEVERAL SMALL VILLAGES. 

Both above and below the town are small 
plantations of date palms and plantains, also 
a number of vegetable gardens. According 
to an old custom or privilege none of these 
gardens pay any taxes; with the exception of 
ae river banks the country is bare and tree- 
ess. 

During the hot season, which lasts from 
the oe of April till the middle of No- 
vember, the heat is severe, averaging in the 
shade from 90 to 95 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The rains generally begin about the middle 
of July and last tillthe middle of Septem- 
ber. ‘They are, Bowever, said to be very ir- 
regular, and sometimes there is little or no 
rainfail. In the rainy seasen the barren 
ground stretching between the two rivers is 
covered with grass, affording very good past- 
ure. The rivers begin to rise on June 1, and 
reach their highest point about the bvegin- 
ning of September. They remain stationary 
at that point till about the 15th, and then 
begin to fall. The cold weather begins about 
the middie of December, and Jasts till the 
middie of February. From November till 
March high north winds prevail, and during 
the remainder of the year south. In win- 
ter the thermometer sometimes goes down as 
low as 46 degrees Fahrenheit; except in the 
pemelee rainy season thereis no .rain. The 
unhealthy season is during the months of 
June, July, Ociober, November, when ty- 
phoid fevers and dysentery are prevalent. 
The winter is the heaithy season. 

The residen pulation is generally esti- 
mated at from ¥],000 to 55,000 souls, of which 
two-thirds are slaves. ‘There is aiso a float- 
ing population estimated from 1,500 to 2,000 
souls, and consisting of Europeans, Syrians, 
Copts, ‘Turks, Albanians, and a few Jews,

are mostly Makhass or Aborigines, Dongola- 
wees from Dongola, Shaghiyes from a dis- 
trict along the Nile north of Khartoum, and 
Rubatat, a district north of Berger. The 
slaves belong mostly to the Nuba, Dinka, 
Shulook, Berta, and other negro tribes. Both 
the free pepulation and tne slaves are all 
Mohammedans of the Maliki school of divin- 
ity, aod are also followers of either the 
Rufai, Kadri, Hamdi, or Saadi sect of der- 
vishes. They are very superstitious. Their 
political creed is to side with which ever side 
is the strongest. The free inhabitants are 
mostly engaged in trades or commerce, and 
the slaves in agriculture, or else hired out as 
datly laborers by their masters. But few 
are employed as domestic servants. It is 
said that a master always makes a point of 
marrying his slave as soon as possible, 

artiy to attach him to the place and partly 
or the profits he will derive from the chii- 
dren, 1t is also reported that slaves born in 
the country improve greatly in appearance 
as compared with the parent stock. Of the 
floating population the Copts are mostly em- 
loyed in gevernment service or trade. The 
Turks, Albanians, etc., are generally irregu- 
lar soldiers or loafers. ‘The European ele- 
ment is represented by about 100 individuals, 
mostly Greeks. There are also some Italians, 
Freneh, Austrians, and Germans. 

Exeept the manufacture of mats, cotton 
cloths, arope made from palm Icaves and 
some filigree silver work, there is no manu- 
facture worth speaking of. The bazar is of 
considerable size, and tolerably weil sup- 
plied with Mamchester goods, cheap cutlery, 
etc. The export and import trade is consid- 
erable, and besides humerous caravans, is 
said to employ over 300 boats of various 
sizes. In saape the town is very irregular. 
its appearance is also poor and niserable. 
Except the Government house and one or 
two other buildings, there is hardly a house 
worthy of the name. The houses are mostly 
built of sun-dried brick, genera)ly without 
an upper story, and nearly all surrounded 
by court-yards with mud walls, Topprevent 
these houses crumbling away dur ng the 
rains, they are agg year plastered over 
with dung before the rainy season com- 
mences. 

THIS PLASTERING PROCESS 

is doubtless the cause of a good deal of the 
iliness. As the town is so low there is no 
drainage,and the consequence is that during 
the rains the whole place is deep in water 
and itis almost impossible to move about. 
As there is no stone throughout the whole 
district the streets: are full of dust during 
the summer and mud during the rains. The 
chief buildings are: Government house and 
offices lange rick building on the banks of 
the Blue ile; arsenal, with smithy, carpen- 
ter’s shop, smelting furnaces, stoves, etc.

Brurkenness in Great ‘Britain. 
From the London Giobe. 


Two Parlimentary returus which have 
ust been published, on the motions t- 
vely of Mr. Henry Richard and Mr. Monta- 
gu tt, relative to drunkenness in Wales 
and Scotiand, contain many facts of inter 
est, but it is difficult to see what light they 
throw upon any disputed geenen regarding 
temperance legislation. r. Richard’s re- 
turn embraces aa account of all the ager» 
proceeded against summarily in the two 

eriods of nine fhonths which ended respect- 
vely on the 30th day of June, 1882, and the 
30th day of June, 1883. The disparity be- 
tween the totals is se trifling that it can 
hardly be considered other than accidental, 
The eases were fewer in 1883 than in 1883 by 
5bU only, the totals being 6,517 and 6,461. It 
is to noted also that the decrease has 
been altogether in the rural parts of Wales; 
the boroughs show an increase of 172 prose- 
cutions, the numbers in the two periods being 
1,288 and 1,460. This increase cau hardly be 
due altogether to extra police vigilance, and 
it is difficult to escape the conclusion that in 
town districts, at any rate, temperance is 
not promoted by a too stringent liquor law, 
The Scotch return relates only to cases of 
Sunday drunkenness during the 12 menths 
ended the 20th of September iasi, and, as 
Suaday closing is an old institution in Soet-. 
land, the most obvious remark which the 
figures suggest is that even the Forbes Mac- 
kenzie law, whieh has now been in force for 
30 years, does not prevent a considerable 
qimount of Sunday drunkenness in, the aggre- 
gate. The convictions numbered 2,624, and 
of these all but 255 were in the towns. Rural 
Scotiand is, therefore, either very sober on 
Sunday, or keeps its infractions of the law 
of temperamce very quiet. Of the iarge 
towns, Glasgow had a bad pre-eminence, 
with 970 convictions, But Glasgow has over 
half a million of inhabitants; Greenock has 
not quite 66,000, and yet returns 226 convic- 
tions. Edinburgh records but 242 convie- 
tions to a population neariy reaching 230,000, 
while Leith, with less than 60,000 inhabit- 
ants, contributes 121 convictions to the 
total of 2,369 in the whole of the Seotch 
burghs.

A good deal of interest is taken by those intet- 
ested in patents, in the bill now in Congress re- 
ducing the duration of patents to seven years. 
The proposition is, so it appears, in the interests’ 
of the dear people against patent rights and 
monopolies and that cry is likely to receivea 
good deal of attention when it goes before the 


House. The term for which patents are now 
granted is seventeen years, and a reduction of 
the time to seven years would be, it is thought by 
the patent office people, a very serious blow to 
the system, The length of time required to in- 
troduce and tadicate the value of certain patents 
is often as much as the seven years proposed, and 
the law wiich would only make the life of a 
patent seven years without possibility of a re- 
newal would, it is feared, have a very depressing 
effect upon toe inventive genius of the country, 
which has been so active and so valuable to our 
industries iu the past few years. The patent 
luws of other countries give even a longer time in 
which patents may run than it doesin this coun- 
try at present.
